ITALY BEGINS HOSTILITIES. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
ROME, Sept. 20.—Jtely today declared war 
upon Turkey and immediately began the 
martial occupation of Tripoli. 
Tonight a great Italian fleet Hes in front of 
the city of Tripoli. Thousdnds of soldiers are 
in readiness to land and seize the town, the 


Turkish officials having refused to surrender 


peacefully. 
Cyrene also is being filled with Italian 


troops. 
Turkish Destroyers Sunk. 

Near Prevesa, in Epirus, the Italian Ionian 
squadron encountered a Turkish torpedo flo- 
tillo, which was convoying transports filled 
with troops. Two Turkieh torpedo destroy- 
ers are said to have been sunk and two trans- 
ports badly. damaged and driven aahore 

The Italian fleet will occupy the whole coast 
from Tripoli through to Derna. The mili- 
tary expedition is to be dispatched as rapidly 
as possible, and it is expected that the fieet 
will have completed the occupation by te- 
morrow. ’ 

The declaration of war came suddenly. It 
broke off negotiations for a peaceful oceupa - 
tion of ‘Tripoli. Au official statement from

Three squadrons are ready with steam up 
and under orders The first is to intercept 
the Turkish fleet at Beirut, blockade Turkish 
ports, and prevent any blockade running.

The official declaration of war said that the 
two courtries were in a state of war begin- 
ning at 2:80 o’clock this afternoon. 

This was the hour at which the Italian 
ultimatum to Turkey expired and followed a 
session of the cabinet at which the Turkis 
reply vas considered and found unsatisfac- 
tory. 

The minister of foreign affairs, Signor Di 
San Giuliano, received the Turkieh reply 
from the Turkish ambassador this morning 
and immediately went Into conference with 
his associates in the ministry. 

It is understood that the Ottomen govern- 
ment completely conceded Italy’s economic 
claims in Tripoli, but evaded the direct 
answer demanded by this government, which 
had set forth in its ultimatum that Turkey 
must say she would not resist the proposed 
occupation of Tripoli and Cyrene. 

Instead, the porte sent a conciliatory note, 
suggesting further delay. 


Turkey Appeals to Powers. 

Tt was known that at the same time Tur- 
key tranemitted a note to the powers, in 
_which it Ig assumed that she represente ! ner- 
self as the Anjured party and, by inference 
at least, sought their intervention.

Turks Sink Two Bargés. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. The Turk- 
ish war ministry has received a dispatch from 
the late Turkish military attaché et Paris. 
who bas assumed command of the forces at 
Tripoli, stating that the Italians began to 
disembark this afternoon, but the Turks suc- 
ceeded in sinking the first two ba~ges. 

The Turkish cabinet has resigned, Said 
Pasha assuming the office of grand vizler and 
Kiamil Pashe foreign minister. Mahmoud 
Shefket Pasha will continue as minister of 
wer. 

Four transports loaded with ammunition 
will start for Tripoli tomorrow. 

The Italian residents in Constantinople 
have received orders to clese their schools 
and shops and not congregate anywhere in 
numbers. Many ef them are leaving the 
city. 

The Banco di Roman and the Italian post- 
office are strongly guarded. 

A massacre of Italians in Adana, Asia 
Minor, is feared. Italy has considerable in- 
terests and a large colony there. 

News has reached here that Turkish troops 
have occupied Thessaly to keep the Greeks 
in check and prevent them from attempting 
to capture Crete. 


Martial Law in Capital. 

The government has decided to enforce 
mertial law in Constantinople for the 
present. The population was quiet this 
morning. 

Telegrams from various towns of the em- 
pire announce that the Moslem youths are 
volunteering for a war against Italy. 

The Italian officers in the Turkish service 
left last night, having been recalled by thelr 
government. 

The Turkish reply to the Itaflan ultimatum 
demanding assurances that there wil! be no 
resistance to the Italian military oocupa- 
tion of Tripoli and Cyrene was communi- 
cated to the Itallan chargé, Signor di Mar- 
tine, at 6:30 o'clock this morning.

Demand Surrender of Tripoli. 

TRIPOLI, Sept. 20.—The Italian squadron, 
which had been cruising in the offing, came 
close inshore this morning, and the destroyer 
Garibaldino steamed into the harbor at noon 
flying a white flag. 

Great crowds gathered and watched its ap- 
proach, After reconnoiltering, the destroyer 
launched a boat which eame to the beech. 

An officer landed. He was preceded by a 
bluejacket carrying a white flag. 

Turkish soldiers surrounded the pair.’ The 
offieer asked for the Turkish commander. 
When taken to him, he formally announced 
that the Italian fleet bad been ordered to oc- 
éupy the town.

LONDON, Sept. 30, 3 a. m.—The News cor- 
respondent from Tripoli describes his ar- 
rival there. The vessel he was on was steam- 
ing under a clear starlit sky, when sud- 
denly all on board were aroused by a cannon 
shot. 

It wag 1 o’clock Friday morning. The 
gun had been fired by a warship and as the 
vessel slowed down a voice through a mega- 
phone demanded to know if the vessel had 
met any other ships. The reply was No.” 

Have you orders to enter Tripoll? was 
the next question. 

The reply was that the vessel was on ‘tts 
usual route and without any special orders. 

The captain was told that was all right, 
but that the warship had a request that the 
vessel act under instructions. 


Told to Stop Eight Miles Off Coast. 

‘Lhe captain was then told to proceed until 
within eight miles off Tripoli and then to 
stop. The correspondent continues: 

We obeyed orders. At dawn the baitle- 
ship Napoli, having followed up, a launch 
steered alongside and an Italian officer came 
up ‘the gangway. After a short conversa- 
tion with the skipper he gave permission for 
us to proceed, and we entered the harbor 
at 10. 

“It was almost empty. The only vessels 
lying at anchor were an old Turkish gunboat 
and the transport Derna, which was unload- 
ing arms and ammunition; an English and an 
Italian steamer. Going out was the Her- 
cules with Italian’ refugees. The Turkish 
rort authority inspected our vessel, and 
wally at 2 p. m. we were Allowed to land. 


Great Crowd Watches Landing. 

“A great crowd watched with breathless 
interest. There was no murmur or hostile 
demonstration of any kind. The streets were 
quiet and in appearance about as busy as an 
Itallan town on a Sunday afternoon. 

“We strolled past cafés where Turkish 
officers were nonchalantly sitting, smok- 
ing cigarets and drinking coffee as if noth- 
ing out of the ordinary was about to take 
place. The only indication of a crisis was 
that small bodies of troops were patrolling 
the streets for the protection of the Euro- 
peans. Everything was peac@ful. 

We went immediately to the Itallan con- 
sul and asked why he had ordered the Italian 
residents to leave. Sig. Calli assured us he 
had not ordered the Italians to go, but had 
merely intimated that the Hercules was at 
the disposition of any one wishing to leave. 
The French consul sald he simply could not 
understand the panic. He declared emphat- 
ically he did not believe there was the 
slightest danger for Europeans, whatever 
might happen.’’ 

Officials Receive News Calmly. 

Describing the visit of the Italian officers, 
the correspondent says that at 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon the demand for the surrender of 


“the Turnten authorities, including the mili- 


tary commandant and the vice governor, was 
made. The Italian officer was met as he came 
ashore. His party was followed. The officer 
informed the authorities that war had been 
declared and demanded surrender. 

The governor: promised a definite decision 
within a few hours. The officer replied that 
six hours would be allowed noncombatants to 
leave town. The interview was conducted in 
cordial terms and there was no incident. 
Courteous salutes were exchanged as the 
launch returned to the ship. 


TURKISH ENVOY DISCLAIMS 
POSSIBILITY OF HOLY WAR. 


Says Christians and Mohammedans 
Are Dwelling in Amity in Turkey 
and Expects No Religious Troubles, 


Belleport, L. I., Sept. 20.—The Turkish am- 
bassador, Zia Pasha, was asked today if he 
thought the present difficulty would precipi- 
tate the holy war that the world has been 
expecting for years. 

“ IT scarcely think so,“ responded Zia Pasha.

Italy has colonized 
Tripoli, until her interests in that African 
province are great. She has asserted, how- 
ever, that her subjects have been mistreat, 
ed by the Ottoman authorities and con- 
stantly discriminated against. 

Frequent disputes have arisen, but the pro- 
longed’ negotiations have never resulted sat- 
isfactorily to Italy. ) 

At the time that the Franco-German differ- 
ences regarding Morocco were acute Italy 
turned her attention again to Tripoli, and 
in subsequent negotiations with Constantino- 
ple set forth that many outrages against her 
subjects had been perpetrated for which no 
redress had been made. She assumed a de- 
cisive attitude, and presently began tne mo- 
bilization of her army and navy. 

A few days ago the first squadron of the 
Italian navy was sent to Tripolitan waters, 
and it has since patrolled that coast. At 
the same time Turkey was warned not to 
send soldiers or munitions of war to Tripoli. 

A Turkish transport bearing a few men 
and arms and ammunition later arrived at 
Tripoli from Constantinople, but was not mo- 
lested on the ground that it had sailed before 
the Italian warning had been received. 

Italy, In the meantime, brought her army to 
the coast, where they had been placed on 
board the ships ready to proceed to ‘iripoll 
or other points. A second squadron is de- 
signed for Saloniki. 

The American cruiser Chester is now on 
its way to Tripoli, and should reach there 
early in October, possibly by the 4th. Its 
mission was, when it left American waters. 
to afford protection to a party of American 
archzologists under Prof. Richard Norton, 
who contemplated excavations in the neigh- 
borhood of Cyrene.

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WORRY OVER WAR IN BRITAIN 


Damage to English Interests and 
Prestige Feared. 


CRETAN SITUATION GRAVE. 


London Thinks Italy’s Action Part of 
Deep Scheme. 


LONDON. Sept. 29.—In Great Britain more 
than in any other European country out- 
side of the combatants the war between Italy 
and Turkey causes apprehension. Damage 
to England's interests and prestige is a ‘actor 
in the resultant anxfety. The danger iz how 
far the Turks will exercise self-restraint and 
limit their retaliation to Italy; how far racial 
and religious feeling may excite them to po- 
litical activities. 

Much teh darkest clouds tonight seem to be 
in the direction of Greece. Strong fear pre- 
vails lest Turkish pride and the necessity for 
the Young Turks’ government to gain popu- 
larity may incite the government to show 
that it also can play the game of aggression 
and demand Greece to give up her ciaims on 
Crete. 

Think Program Prearranged. 

British officials are more concerned over the 
possibilities of trouble in the Balkans and 
Greece than with the actual conflict over 
Tripoli. The @iieory gains ground here that 
Italy’s stroke is the last act of the program 
agreed upon by the powers of the triple en- 
tente: that it was arranged when Austria took 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, and Italy only 
awaited an opportune moment to carry it into 
execution. 

Austria’s acquisition of the two provinces, 
Germany's forward movement in Morocco, 
and Italy's compensating campaign nearby 
are interpreted by unfriendly observers as too 
logical to be considered mere independent 
acts. 

England Unable to Move. 

England's hands are tied officially in the 
present strained relations of Europe. The 
government cannot afford to incur the enmity 
of either belligerent by taking sides with the 
other. Yet her neutrality means a loss of in- 
fluence with Turkey which she has been 
struggling to retain since the beginning of 
the Young Turks’ régime. 

While most of the London papers bemoan 
the war asa calamity in which England could 
not interfere, the Daily Graphic attacks-the 
foreign secretary, Sir Edward Grey, con- 
tending that he should have stood by the 
treaty obligations, which make the integrity 
of the Ottoman empire a European affair.

Straus Says This Coun try Has 
Best Chance to Inter- 
vene in Tripoli. 


FEARS RELIGIOUS FIGHT. 


Other Nations in Europe May 
Follow Italy in Grasping 
Lands in East. 


New York, Sept. 29.—The former American 
ambassador to Turkey, Oscar 8. Straus, to- 
day sent a telegram to Secretary Knox at 
Washington urging that the United States 
should exercise its right under the conven- 
tion for the pacific settiament of international 
disputes to preserve. peace and prevent a 
possible state of war between the Moham- 
medan and Christian nations. abe: 

“The approaching clash of arms between 
Italy and Turkey far transcends the Interests 
of the two powers involved,” the message 
says. The consequence of Italy’s precipitate 
action cannot but have the most serious re- 
sults as a precedent for similar aggressions 
by other powers. 


“The United States took the lead in free- 
ing the Mediterranean from the Barbary pi- 
rates and Mkewise has contributed foremost 
among the nations in the conclusion of the 
convention for the pacific settlement of inter- 
national disputes. Our country is not only 
justified but it ie ita duty to exercise its 
right ugder that convention to preserve the 
precedents for peace and prevent a possible 
state of war between the Mohammedan and 
Christian nations of the world. 

„We are fortunately free from alliances 
such as apparently tie the hands of Euro- 
pean powers, who should and probably will 
welcome our exercising the right of media- 
tion, which the dictates of humanity impose 
upon us as a people and as a nation, and 
which the terms of The Hague convention 
give us the international mandate to exer- 
cise. 

I am sure I am voicing the peace loving 
sentiments not only of Americans, but of all 
nations. in calling upon our government to 
promptly offer its offices of mediation which 
is our right and which the convention ex- 
pressly provides shall not be regarded as an 
unfriendly act. 

Whatever rights politically or otherwise 
Italy may justly lay claim to in Tripoll. 
either for her own subjects or In the interest 
of civilization certainly can be secured with- 
out bloodshed and with justice by sub- 
mitting them to The Hague tribunal.” 


War Surprise to Capital 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 29.— The declara- 
tion of war by Italy upon Turkey created a 
great sensation in official Washington. The 
only conclusion that could be drawn from 
the developments of the last twenty-four 
hours was that what has happened is a nat- 
ural sequence of the Franco-German-Morocco 
negotiations, and that all along it has been 
understood tacitly that Italy would be given 
a free hand to deal with Tripoli in return 
for refraining from intervening in the Mor- 
occan dispute. 

Indications are that America will keepclear 
of the present struggle for domination in 
Africa. It is asserted at the state depart- 
ment that the United States has absolutely 
no political interest in that part of the world. 
It is admitted, however, that In view of 
the highly advanced position America has 
taken in advocacy of the peaceful settlement 
of international disputes, the government can 
only look with regret upon this resort to 
war. 


Basis for Straus’ Plea. 

Late this afternoon the state department 
received the appeal from Oscar 8. Straus to 
intervene between Italy and Turkey. Mr. 
‘Straus’ application was based upon article 
three of The Hague convention of which 
both Italy and Turkey were signatories. 
This article follows: 

“ Independently of this recourse, the sig - 
natory powers recommend that one or more 
powers, strangers to the dispute, 1 
their own initiative, and as far as cir 
stances may allow; offer their good offices 
or mediation to the states at variance. 

Powers, strangers to the dispute, have 
the right to offer good offices or mediation, 
even during the course of hostilities. 

“The exercise of this right can never be 
regarded by one or the other of the parties 
in conflict as an unfriendly act.“ 


Cautious on Intervention. 
Extreme caution must characterize any 
attempt at mediation, for notwithstanding 
the declaration of article 3 that an offer 
under this article cannot be regarded as un- 


fere.

I would never countenance it and I 
cannot bear to think of the damage it has 


done me. / 


Asks Injunction Against Publication. 

With that as a starter he filed a bill in the 
Circuit court yesterday asking for an injunc- 
tion against the selling of the book, naming 
W. J. Jackman as defendant. That part of 
the work was done by Attorney E. D. Carter, 
and he followed with a visit to Attorney

“It e a pure fraud on the physicians of 
the country,” reiterated Dr. Lydston. “ This 
man Jackman, whom I understand te be « 
sort of lawyer, claims the book is the work 
of myself and a Dr. Harmon, of whom I 
never heard, and in circulars sent all over 
the country is using my name as an adver- 
tisement. The book is shocking. It is un- 
ethical. No reputable member of the profes- 
sion would stand for ita moment. It is dis- 
gracing me and it must be stopped.”

According to the physician the book is di- 
vided into chapters each of which discusses 
at some length a particular method of goug- 
ing the patient for a fat fee—with illustra- 
tions of just how it is done.

DRAWS BIG CROWD} 


Police Reserves Called to Keep 
Throngs Away as Part 
of Park Burns. 


WIND SAVES BIG TOWER. 


Firemen Hurt Fighting Flames 
in Oil Plant; Fall Through 
a Skylight. 


Fire swept the gouthern end of the White 
City amusement park yesterday afternoon 
under the impetus of a thirty mile win’ from 
the northwest, completely destroying one 
corner of the inclosure. That the big amuse- 
ment place was not entirely destroyed is due 
to the fact that the strong north wind held 
the fire to the rear end of the park 

The blaze started shortly before 2:30 tm a 
structure bullt at the termina) of the scents 
railway, known as a “mud house.” The 
building had been used as « storage place for 
the cars which are operated on the ra. way 
and had been boarded up since the termina- 
tion of the summer park season last ouuday 
night. 

Big Tower Was in Peril. 

The 200 foot tower stands directly in the 
center of the board walk and would have 
been the first obstacle in the path of the fire. 

The cry ‘“ White City’s on fire!” brought 
great crowds to the scene. Police of the 
Woodlawn station were on hand, but at 
times they found the throng hard to handle. 

The flames were checked after they had 
destroyed the scenic railway at its termina- 
tion and the southern half of the Figure 
Eight.“ The chutes were saved after heroi3 
work on the part of the firemen. 

I do not believe that the fire could have 
been of incendiary origin,“ President Morris 
Belfeld said.

The story briefly told is this: Georgia Ta!- 
bot. a clear headed jrish-American girl of 
convent training, married Jim Conner, au 
amiable, weak willed man, who finds life 
more interesting as the heeler of a ward boss 
than as an inconspicuous member of the in- 
dustrial world, 

He has “a thirst on him“ that all his 
natural affection and willingness to please 
cannot control. He becomes a drunken nu! - 
sance, and Georgia sends him away from the 
flat where they two and Mre. Talbot, 
Georgia's mother, and brother Al live n 
quarrelsome gregariousness. Georgia has 
long since resumed her work as a stenogra- 
pher—the work in which she took pride be- 
fore she was married. Her baby is dead and 
there is no particular reason why she should 
stay at home. Neither is there any reason 
why she should live with a man she hates. 
So, although the conventional and pious 
mother holds that Georgia is doing a more 
or less impious thing in thrusting her hus- 
band out of the home, she makes up her miu, 
to “travel alone 

~~ 

This does very well until she is pursued by 
a determined and singularly concentrated 
man named Mason Stevens, an important 
employé of the house with which Georgia 
is associated. Stevens is rather a heavy 
character, a man who takes himself and his 
success and his. feelings seriously. 

When he finds himself in love with this 
slender, keen, efficient, humorous woman he 
capitulates to destiny precisely as he would 
if a leg had been amputated. The thing Is. 
He does not dispute it or attempt to avoid the 
logical consequences. He has known Georgia 
as Miss Conner. When he finds out that she is 
married but living alone and determined 
never to rejoin her husband, it seems to him 
that the only straightforward thing to do is 
for Georgia to divorce her husband and 
marry himself, since she confesses that she 
loves him. 

But here he is confronted by an obstacle 
which at first seems to him negligible 
enough, but which proves to be insurmounta- 
ble. It is the obstacle opposed by the Catholic 


. church, which refuses to permit the dissolu- 
tion of marriage. Mrs. Talbot, the old, re- 
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_ ligious, hectoring mother, Father Hervey, the 


family priest, and Georgia’s early training 
and conviction unite to raise the barrier. 

And when Georgia falls ill of typhoid, and 
weak and broken, is cared for in a Catholic 
hospital, she returns completely to the view 
of the church. Jim, 6 arte reformed, 
has come home with money in his pocket and 
good resolutions in his heart and Georgia re- 
turns to him, beating down her repugnance 
with all the passionate force of her freshly 
aroused religious conviction. 


> 


She bears Jim a second child, a puny erea- 
ture. cursed with an inheritance of diseased 
nerves. It dies, and in the hour of its de- 
parture Jim, disgustingly drunk, lies uncon- 
scious on the floor of the room. Georgia 
weathers the storm slowly, but she does 
weather it, and more slender, deeper of 
glance, more full of eloquent meanings than 
before, she takes up her business life once 
more. But life is without significance to her. 
She has tried to count out the element of her 
sex. And she has counted withott her host 
or rather her hostess, nature. Elemental and 
terribly logical thoughts come to her. She 
is, finally denuded of her preconceived ideas. 
It occurs to her that her profound instincts 
are as near the voice of God as she can hope 
to hear. 

God, she says to Father Hervey, “ is not 
a secret from the common people. He talks 
to each of us direct, not roundabout through 
priests and books and churches. He has put 
his purpose straight into our natures. He 
doesn’t deal with us at second hand. And I 
begin to see his meaning—he gave us life to 
live and to make life again.“ 

“ According to his ordinance,’’ ventures the 
priest. 

„es, according to his ordinance, written 
in the heart of every woman-—that the sin 
of sins for her is to live with a man in 
hate. When she does that—street girl of 
wife—she’s much the same. O, there’s many 
and many a degradation blessed by the wed- 
ding ring. That's against his plan, or why 
should he warn us so? Women—at least 
common, average women like me—were put 
here to love, not just to submit. If you for- 
bid us to love in honor, you forbid us to live 
in honor, And the life God gave me I will use 
and not refuse.“ 

So the priest turns his back and the Catho- 
lic girl is left without the consolations of 
her church. But she has the consolations of 
human love and her fear departs from her. 
Perhaps Mr. Patterson means to give the 
credit for her liberation to Darwin, or to 
whoever justifies life and evolution and in- 
telligent selection and al] the powers of 
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progress. At any rate he throws down the 
gantlet to the church He has presented his 
argument quietly and bravely by means of 
this well defined and rather terrible story. 
And terrible though it is, be has made the 
reader see that it is the average story—the 
story of the man and woman sitting next 
us on the car—the story of the woman who 
nods to us on the street, and whose reserved 
face gives little hint of her spiritual agony. 
-o>- 

The book is as vigorous, as dramatic, as 
anything written by Judge Grant. It is free 
from the inconsequent, from literary self- 
consciousness, from all vague and fleeting 
impressions. It deals with Chicago as we 
all know it, or as we might know it if we 
chose to come down out of our clouds. “It 
takes us to prize fights, to saloons, to offices, 
to ordinary homes, to the cement path with 
a sloping concrete breakwater which winds 
between Lake Michigan on one side and 
Lincoln park on the other for a distance 
of several miles, where come the people in 
endless procession from morning until mid- 
night, two by two, male and female, per- 
meated by the souls of children beginning 
life.”’ 

A strong, young, brave book, it presents an 
old problem in a lucid manner—megaphones 
the query and the answer ae if it wished the 
whole world to hear. It talks about what 
is, not what might be or what ought to be. 
It ig relentless in its tangfbility. There 
fs no escaping its meanings. It ie devoid 
of platitudes, of palliating beauties, of the 
disguises of estheticism. The language is 
the language of the vast average—the jocu- 
lar, cynic, abortive tongue of the people 
who fight to live and who laugh and joke 
while they fight. It is as abrupt, as in- 
domitable, as arrogant, and as incontrovertl- 
ble as an automobile with its engine in full 
action. Moreover, the steering gear is ig 
perfect condition, and the driver is entirely 
clear about his destination. 

— 

Mr. Hamlin Garland’s latest book, VIC- 
TOR OLLNEE’S DISCIPLINE ” (Harper's), 
has for its theme a subject concerning which 
Mr. Garland is, by reason of many years of 
patient investigation, eminently qualified to 
speak. That subject is spiritism, cr sptritual- 
ism. 

The story is that of a young man, direct and 
normally material in temperament, whose 
mother is a “medium” for communications 
from spirits. She has what Victor calls 4 
„ghost room —a room which has come to 
be like the sounding board of an cld violin or 
the sensitized photographic plate—where ma. 
terialized spirits appear, whose voices are 
heard, and where many unaccountable phe- 
nomena occur. Victor loathes these demon- 
strations, disbelieves in his mother's power, 
and is profoundly shamed by the whole thing. 

Moreover, many others are guided by these 
voices. Financiers obey them, women are 
directed by them. Stocks and bonds are 
bought and sold according to their mandates. 
Endless trivialities are uttered, interspersed 
with some wise advice and some uplifting 
comment. The whole thing migät at times 
have seemed hateful enough but for he un- 
deniable spirituality of Lucy Ollnee, the me- 
dium. She was as fineand as fragile as blown 
glass, and her followers seemed to look 
through her into the land of the unknown. 

Presently, however, there was a great 
scandal. The voices had given the wrong 
advice, and several followers were ruined. 
It was evident that mischievous, Puckish 
spirits had usurped the little medium. The 
law took hold of the thing, and Lucy Olinee. 
who never had a selfish idea in her life, stood 
in danger of punishment as an impostor. 
The decision as to her honesty, however, 
finally was to be made by scientists. Inves- 


tigators who knew little or nothing of what. 


they were to investigate were to put the 


medium to a conclusive test. The medium | 


was laid in a barred cagé, and when she 
had succeeded in materializing some of the 
familiar figures, and when the voices were 
speaking so as to be audible to the whole 
room the cameras and other recording in- 
struments did their work. The questioners 
received proof of the actuality of the forms 
and sounds. but they killed the medium. And 
when she was gone they knew her for a saint. 

The book is a glimpse into a curious phase 

of modern life.

Dr. Thomas O’Hagan, editor of the New 
World, the official organ of the Roman 
Catholic archdiocese of Chicago, shows him- 
self a thorough cosmopolitan in art, lan- 
guage, literature, geography. music, politics— 
almost everything, in fact, except religion— 
in his latest book, CHATS BY THE FIRE- 
SIDE (The Rosary Press).

NUMBER of most interesting books 
connected with public life, memories, 
recollections, etc., are appearing this 
month. We have, among others, a 
most unusual book called RANDOM

This was 
followed by another story of crime and mys- 
tery called “The Diamond Button,” and 
still others, always details of crime and mys- 
tery, followed from the prolific pen of the 
author. Every one of these books, as I 
have just discovered on looking into the mat- 
ter, is out of print, and more is the pity, for 
they were good reading. I say all this to 
show that Mr. Hudson, being a writer of flo- 
tion, and I believe he also has two or three 
plays to his credit, knows how to write recol- 
lections. He makes them not only interesting 
but dramatic. 

There is an interesting chapter on “ Theo- 
dore Roosevelt in the Making.” Mr. Hudson 
was in Albany when Mr. Roosevelt repre- 
sénted the Twenty-first assembly district of 
New York City. He stopped at the same 
hotel where Mr. Hudson lived and sat at the 
same table, at the head of which, by virtue 
of long years of possession, Mr. Hudson sat. 


It was Roosevelt’s habit to come into the break 
fast room with a rush, copies of all the morning 
papers he could lay his hands on under his arm, 
and, seating himself, to go through those papers 
with a rapidity that would have excited the ſeal- 
ousy of the most rapid exchange editor. He threw 
each paper, as he finished it, on the floor. unfolded, 
until at the end there was on either side of him 
a pile of loose -papers as high as the table for 
the servants to clear away. And al! this time he 
would be taking part in the running conversatios 
of the table. Had any one supposed that this in- 
spection of the papers was superficial he would have 
been sadly mistaken, Roosevelt saw everything, 
grasped the sense of everything, and forme? ar 


+ Opinion on everything which he was eager to main- 


taln at any risk. 

In the first year of his services in the assembly 
he was frequently called the Scotch Terrier 
and it is to be admitted that in those years there 
Was @ strong suggestion of that pugnacious and 
courageous breed in his appearance and manner. 
In debate he stood at his seat snapping and bark 
ing out his pregnant sentences, caring little whom 
he attacked as long as he believed himself to te 
right. His democracy and his aggressive defense 
of the public against the abuses of combined 
wealth were as marked when he was in the assem- 
bly at 23 or 24 years of age as in later years when 
he sat in the White House. I havea vivié recol- 
lection of a speech deliverd by him in the assembly 
when he denounced the ‘guilty rich and the 
* criminal rich.” 

Cleveland was then governor of New York, 
and one day while Mr. Hudson was standing 
by the side of Lamont watching Cleveland 
standing at the executive desk talking to 
Roosevelt, Lamont said: 

I never see those two together that Iam not re- 


minded of a picture I have of a great mas iff sol- 
emnly regarding a small terrier, snapping and barik- 


ing at him.“

“There is great sense in a lot that he says. but 
there is such a cocksureness about him that he

Dan, didn’t you say to me the other day that 
some one said of Macaulay that he wished he 
was as sure of one thing as Macaulay was of all 
things?“ 

Lamont replied in the affirmative.

Another book which will be pudlished in 
the course of a few days is called MEM- 
ORIES OF THE WHITE HOUSE ” [Little, 
Brown & Co.], and is made up of the per- 
sonal recollections of Col. W. H. Crook, some 
time body guard to Lincoln, since then dis- 
bursing officer of the executives. It is edited 
by Henry Rood and is fully iNustrated. Col. 
Crook was for forty-six years in continuous 
service at the executive mansion, and he 
gives most intimate pictures: of the life in 
the White House. 

We can never hear. enough about Lincoln, 
and every detail about his life is interesting. 
Col. Crook tells un, for example, how he 
spent his day: 

The daily life of Mr. and Mrs. Lincoln usually 
commenced at 8 o'clock, and immediately upon 
dressing the president would go into the library, 
where he would sit in his favorite chair in the 
middle of the room and esd a chapter or two of 
his Bible. d think» I arm safe im saying that this 
was President Lincoln’s invariable custom—at

least it was such during the time I was on duty 
with bim. 

At about 8:30 he would join Mrs. Lincoln ane 
little Tad in the small, unpretentious dining room 
for breakfast, where a plain but sufficiently hearty 
mea] was served by two waiters, wno were white 
men, and who were paid personally by the presi- 
dent, who also paid the wages of the cook and 
his coachman and footman. There was little for- 
mality about the meal; the president loved to joke 
with bis wife and son, and for the time being put 
aside the cares of his great office and his anxiety 
for the country. As soon as breakfast was over 
the president would go to his office and commence 
the ceaseless toll of his busy day. 

Mrs. Lincoln, he tells us, was an excellent 
housekeeper and she looked after her servants 
as any everyday: American womah, who was 
not a president's wife, might do. 

Then, as a general thing, Mrs. Lincoln would at- 


tend to her personal correspondence in her own | 


boudoir, where she had a desk: afterwards, likely 
as not, going down to the old conservatory, long 


| since supplanted, which was a favorite resort for 


her. She loved flowers and understood them and 
knew their needs, and was able to give the one 
gardener directions as to what she wanted done 
and also how to do it. Many times have I seen 
her looking at some favorite flower as if she were 
helping it to give forth ſta bloom and fragrance, 
Sometimes she would say to me with real en- 
thusiasm: 

“Crook, look at this beautiful bud! Soon it 
will be in full bloom,”’ n 

Because of her love of flowers and her knowledge 
of plant life the old conservatory during President 
Lincoln's administration was a model of its kind. 

Every now and then during the day, if Mra 
Lincoln happened to think of something elee she 
wished to tell her husband, she did not hesitate 
to go inte his office as she would have gone un- 
hesitatingly into his law office in Springfield. For 
first of all Abraham Lincoln was her husband; 
she was his helpmate and comrade, and the fact 
that he was a world figure, occupied with some of 
the gravest problems that have ever affected 
mankind, did not overwhelm and blot out the fact 
that he was her husband. 

There was more formality at the White 
House during the administration of Gen. 
Grant than there was during that of either 
Lincoln or Johnson. Mrs. Grant established 
the first housekeeper in the White House, 3 
Mrs. Mullen, who was thoroughly capable of 
discharging her duties. Mrs. Grant had no 
secretary to attend to her correspondence 
and used to read all her letters herself. Botn 
the president and his wife were plain people; 
she usually adddressed him as Ulys,” and 
he always addressed her as Mrs. G.“ 


— 
As I have said, life at the White House 
under Grant's administration was exceecing- 


ly simple. 2 

Under ordinary circumstances the president and 
his entire family retired between half-past ® and 10 
o' clock at night, for Grant believed in getting plenty 
of sound sleep whenever possible. Probably his tre- 
mendous exertions during the years of the war 
had taught him to value uninterrupted sleep as 
most people do not value it. They would breakfast 
about half-past 8 in the morning, soon after which 
Grant would go to his office for the transaction of 
business, and Mrs. Grant, after seeing the children 
started off to school, would hold consultations with 
her housekeeper and with the steward, and then 
settle down to her heavy correspondence. Likely 
as not during the morning some of her relatives or 
intimate friends would come to the White House in- 
formally, or she would spend an hour or two in the 
conservatory, of which she was very fond, or she 
would go shopping. 

The entire family met for luncheon at about 1 
o'clock, and they had such a good time at the 
table that nobody was ever absent willingly, or 
even late. Grant was at his best at the table with 
his wife and children, and for an hour or two efter 
dinner in the evening he devoted himself to them 
wholly and solely. 

When he was with those whom he loved so dearly 
all his taciturnity would vanish, his stern expres- 
sion would meit away, and he would be an affection- 
ate, sympathetic father, delighting in the comrade- 
ship of his little people, sharing thelr plans and 
jokes, and prouder than anything else, I think, 
that they confided in him so freely all their hopes, 
and fears, and aspirations. This is the Grant I 
like to think of as much as I MNke to think, with 


a thrill of admiration—of Grant the grim, indom- | 


itable warrior. 


— 

While Col. Crook speaks most appreciative- 
ly and kindly of all the ladies of the White 
House he only waxes eloquent when he 
writes of Mrs. Cleveland, whose appearance 
when she arrived there as a bride he de- 
scribes as a radiant vision of young spring- 
time, and tells us that a gasp of surprise 
and delight burst from the domestic staff 
of the White House when she entered its 
doors. 

I am an old man now, and I have seen many 
women of various types through all the long years 
of my service in the White House, but neither there 
or elsewhere have I seen any one possessing the 
same kind of downright loveliness which was as 
much a part of Mrs. Cleveland as was her voice, 
or her marvelous eyes, or her warm smile of wel- 
come that instantly captivated every one who came 
in contact with her. It has been my purpose in 
preparing these present recollections of family 
life in the White House during the last forty-five 
years, to be careful not to overstate this thing, 
or to make extravagant remarks about that thing, 
and I am well within the bounds of conservatism 
when I repeat that Mrs. Grover Cleveland was the 
most charming woman and the most lovely char- 
acter that I have ever known in the course of my 
life. When one remembers that in addition to this 
she Was physically beautiful, one can easily under- 
stand her extraordinary influence upon all who 
saw her. 

I am one with Col. Crook in his expression 
of indignation at the damnable lies that 
were spread abroad by political and other 
enemies of Mr. Cleveland in regard to his 
domestic life. 

Col. Crook's memories close with the ad- 
ministration of Roosevelt, whom he describes 
as in some ways the most extraordinary 
man who has ever been president of the

‘on the subject, but as a rule they are hard 
reading end leave one up in the air, It is all 
very fine to read the Analects of Confucius or 
the doctrines of Lao Tse, or the teachings 
of Buddha. They are fine literature and good 
religion. The rub is in the applicatton. 

1 hunted up the Temple of Confucius. Its 
main hall is an old building, marked, as are 
all temples to Confucius, with almost aus- 
tere simplicity. Under the eaves of its superb 
tiled roof are some words said to have been 
written by an emperor. Within you are at 
once struck by the absence of images or idols. 
Here are no divinities, no saints. In this re- 
spect it is like a Mohammedan mosque 


All Followers of Confucius. 

‘Ask a Chinese what his religion is and he 
will probably look puzzled; he will not quite 
understand what you mean. Perhaps the 

’ gimplest way of putting it is to say that from 
his birth he is a follower of Confucius. This 
is part of his skin. 

As in material life, o in the spiritual he 
may add other garmeats. He may put on— 
and likely will if his parents are of that per- 
guasion-the garments of Buddhism, which 
means that he will live in accordance with | 
certain Buddhistic observances. But it does 
not necessarily follow that he will have any | 
real conception of the principles of Gautama . 
Buddha. Or he may put on the more vart- 
egated cloak of Taoism. He will go to a 
Tacist temple when he is about to embark | 
in a trade or when he desires success in any 
other way or to consult the will of certain |

Mrs. Patterson Stands Dry 
Eyed; Priest Throws Doubt 
on Widow’s Story. 


SAYS WIFE WAS NOT SOLD. 


Victim’s Parent Sees Dual Char- 
acter in Daughter-in-Law: 
Hints at Insanity. 


The body of Chick Patterson, slain by 
his young wife, Gertrude Gibson Pattersoa, 
in the tragic dissolution of a modern e- 
mestic triangle,“ was buried here yesterday 
while the self-made widow waited in a col 
at Denver to answer for her act. 

The funeral and burial put to the supreme 
test the resolve of Mrs. Mary K. Pattersun, 
aged mother of the slain man, not to prose- 
cute the woman who had killed her son. At 
the end the mother’s first impuise—to forgive 
—had triumphed, 

As the casket was lowered into the grave at 
Mount Olivet beside that containing the re- 
mains of her husband, Mrs. Patterson stood 
dry eyed and resolute. She seemed still to 
think of the devotion her daughter-in-law 
had shown when she watched at chick 
Patterson's bedside and nussed bim. 


Priest Doubts Widow’s Story. 

The services were held at the Roman Cath- 
olle Church of the Visitation, Peoria street 
ore Garfield boulevard. The Rev. Father 
William Cahill, who officiated, in his sermon 
expressed doubt of Mrs. Patterson's story 
that her husband had sold her to Emil 
M“. Strouss, wealthy Chicago clothing man- 
unfacturer, or to any one else. The priest 
said: 

Not long Ago I was called to this young 
man's home, where he was suffering from 
tuberculosis. I administered the last rites 
of the church. He grew better and went to 
Denver. I never expected to see him alive 
again. But I never dreamed of such an end 
os this. I would rather be in the place of 
him who lies in this casket than in the place 
of the woman who killed him 

When Mrs. Patterson returned to her 
home, 5511 South Sangamon street, she 
spoke charitably of her daughter-in-law. 
I could not prosecute the woman who shot 
niy son, she said. ‘She was his wife, and 
she loved him. Her grief must be worse 
even than ours, for she caused his death. 


Mother Sees Dual Character. 

“She was two women in one. Part of her 
was gentle and loving. It was that part of 
her that made her sit constantly by my boy's 
bedside and nurse him. The other possessed 
her when she fired the bullet that killed him. 
I truly believe that she could be called insane 
when she killed my son. 

“It Is too terrible that Gertrude says now 
that Chick sold her to Strouss for money. 
But who wouldn't fight for life and liberty ?. 
I wouldn't think myself of going into court 
and telling unpleasant things avout her, or 
of making her way any harder than she 
already has made it.“ 

Strouss, the second surviving principal in 
the triangle,“ is in hiding.

MAN FRIEND LOANED HER GUN. 

Denver, Colo., Sept. 29.—{Special.)—The 
Ownership of the gun with which Chartes A. 
Patterson was killed, which the police have 
been trying to determine ever since. that 
tragedy, was fixed today when George W. 
Strain, a friend of Mrs. Patterson, called at 
police headquarters and was closeted with 
Chief Armstrong for nearly two hours.

Catherwood, president of the association, at- 
tention is called to the fact that Hurley 
has long been slated for Witter’s job, and an 
appeal is made fora “ equare deal.“ Cath- 
erwood also suggests that some tribunal other 
than the civil service commission—one, as 
he expresses it, that has no Bartaen strings 
tied to it —try the charges against Witter. 

Not content with the formal charges 
against Witter, Bartzen scored Miss Jane 
Addams, head of Hull house, by issuing to 
the newspapers the following statement! 

“It looks as though Mr. Witter has been 
under the influence of Mull house. He ought 
not to be listening to a bunch of old women 
all the time. I am satisfied that we need an 
injection of new blood at the Juvenile home.” 


Says Bartzen Thirsts for Jobs.

I deny in toto the charges of neglect 
of duty and incompetency, and, without 
desiring to be boastful, 1 deny any lack 
of ability to do my work properly. 
(Here follow specific denials of every 
specification in Bartzen's charges, and 
then Witter continues): 

It is not a question of competency or 
incompetency. Back of it, all is an un- 
quenchable thirst for jobs. At the throt- 
tle is a man who prides himself on his 
ability to re. I was told months 
ago that 1 was slated to go. During 
these months microscopic methods have 
been used to find a flaw, and I think the 
greatest compliment that might be paid 
me is that it has taken them ten months 
to even dare show their hands. 


Ready to Go to Court. 

It is a thrust at the civil service. I 
take it that the friends of civil service 
and good government are too much in- 
terested to allow this to pass unnoticed. 
If I can feel that the public is interested 
in clearing up a most serious situation 
I am ready to make the fight, if need be, 
through the courts.

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Rock River Methodists Urge Shepard 
for Bishop. 


BY THE REV. DR. W. B. NORTON. 

OLIET, IIL, Sept. 29.— [Special. I— The Rev. 

William O. Shepard, superintendent of the 

Chicago Northern district, was placed 

definitely in the line of the episcopacy in 

the Methodist Episcopal church at the 
Kock River conference today by receiving 234 
out of a possible 264 votes as a delegate to 
the general conference which meets in Minne- 
apolis next May. When the announcement of 
the ballot was made Dr. Shepard was greeted 
by continuous cheering for many minutes, 

The Rev. T. P. Frost, pastor. of First church, 
Evanston, received the next highest vote, 183. 
The Rev. Claude S. Moore, superintendent of 
the Dixon district; the Rev. James Rowe, cor- 
responding secretary of the Chicago Home 
Missionary and Church Extension society, and 
the Rev. Charles M. Stuart, editor of the 
Northwestern Christian Advocate and presi- 
dent-élect of the Garrett Biblical institute, 
Evanston, were also elected on the first ballot 
in the order named, 

Two other ballots were taken without elect- 
ing any vf the three other delegates to be 
chosen, Those who stood highest on the last 
ballot, which was taken after a number of the 
ministers had left the church, are the Rev. R. 
H. Pooley, 94; the Rev. J. P. Brushingham, 91; 
the Rev. John Lee, 74; the Rev. H. V. Holt, 77; 
the Rev. C. K. Carpenter, 64, and the Rev. 
C. B. Mitchell, 58.

The laymen unanimously approved the me- 
morial to the general conference sent to them 
from the laymen of the New York conference, 
which asks for the abolition of the office of 
district superintendent and,the districting of the 
bishops. Gen. B. F. Sheets of Oregon, who has 
been a delegate several times to the general 
conference, said later that the memorial was ap- 
proved without the delegates having any real ap- 
preciation as to its significance. James M. Kittle- 
man, a former delegate to the general conference 
and a member of the general book committee, 
also said the memorial was approved late in the 
session, while many of the delegates were giving 
little heed. Several other delegates characterized 
it as foolish and unwitting action. 

A resolution to return to the three year time 
limit of the pastorate was voted down.

The question of the support of superannuate 
ministers came before the conference in a 
startling way when a resolution was introduced 
by the Rev. W. O. Bellamy of Genoa, asking 
that the bishops of the church, when they reach 
the age for superannuation shall be returned 
to membership in the conferences of which they 
were members at the time of their election to 
the episcopacy, and take their pro-rata support 
with the superannuates of the conference. At 
present the bishops retire on a\galary of $2,500 
a year for life. The object of the gesolution was 
to bring the bishops to a fuller\realization of 
the needs which the regular pastor must face. 
A similar resolution has been introduced in 
many other conferences. „ 

A restoration of the original purboses of the 
use of the ring in the 1 ey was the 
object of a resolution present y the Rev. J. 
Clayton Youker of Lake Bluff, which caused 
laughter but which he declared was introduced 
with serious intent. 

“The original practice in using that part of 
the ring service in which the minister asks for 
the ring and then, handing it again to the 
bridegroom, directs him to place the ring on the 
bride's finger,” he said, “was for the minister 
te receive the wedding fee at the time the 
ring was handed to him.”

In addressing the class of young men who 
were admitted to membership in the conference, 
Bishop Hamilton exhibited a letter which he 
said was sent him by a young minister living 
in the east who described his refusal to accept 
a fee of $10,000 for marrying John Jacob Astor 
and Madeliene Force. A wealthy Methodist lay- 
man, learnifig of the circumstance, sent the 
young minister a check as a reward for his 
fidelity. The minister replied that he had only 
done his duty and said that he would only ac- 
cept the money if he could devote it to mis- 
sionary purposes and not to his personal use. 

“If he or any other Methodist minister had 
been guilty of performing that marriage,” 
Bishop Hamilton said, “he would certainly have 
been cited to trial. It is against the law of the 
Methodist church.” 

The Rev. A. D. Traveller, who retires at this 
conference after forty-nine years in the minis- 
try, sixteen of which were spent in Chicago as 
secretary of the City Missionary society, and 
fourteen in the office of district superintendent, 
was given a purse by the ministers of his dis- 
trict. The members of the conference gave him 
the Chautauqua salute.

The Seckle Pear. 


RESERVED whole fruits are always pret- 
tier to look at than those which are in 
pieces. Peaches may be preserved whole, 
but most pears are too large for this un- 
less large cans are used and exceptional 

the little 

Seckle pear is an exception. It makes one of 
the prettiest and best of preserves put up 
whole, * 

This little pear has an especial interest to 
ug as Americans. And, by the way, notice that 
it is Seckle, not Seckel nor Sickel. One of our 
famous early orchardists, writing when or- 
chards contained at least one specimen of al- 
most every kind of fruit tree, says (in 1817): 
80 called from Mr. Seckle of Philadelphia, 
the proprietor of the original tree now grow- 
ting on his estate near that city. It is, in the 
general estimation of amateurs of fine fruit, 
voth natives and foreigners, the finest pear of 
this or any other country. It is believed to 
be a native fruit, produced from the seed of 
a fine pear (of which the original proprietor 
owned many varieties) accidentally dropped 
where this tree now grows. The forms and ap- 
pearance vary with aspect, age, and cultiva- 
tion. The size generally is small, the form 
regular, round at blossom end... the 
skin is sometimes yellow, with a bright red 
cheek, and smooth; at other times a perfect 
russet, without any blush—the flesh is melt- 
ing, juicy, and most exquisitely and delicately 
flavored; the time of ripening is from the end 
of August to the middle of October. The tree 
is singularly vigorous and beautiful, of great 
regularity of growth and richness of follage— 
hardy and possessing all the characteristics of 
a new variety. Neither L'Abbe Rozier nor De 
La Quintinye among the French, nor Miller 
nor Forsyth among the English writers, de- 
scribe such a pear as the Seckle—nor have 1 
found one among the intelligent gentlemen in 
our country who has any knowledge of the 
pear in his own country.”

Why has Italy been permitted by its allies, 


Germany and Austria,.to take astep? Ger- 


man assent must destroy German prestige 


at the porte and perhaps seriously involve 


her substantial and growing interests in 
Asia Minor. Austria, too, having taken 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, has been inclined 
to conciliate Turkey. Have both these pol- 
icies been reversed, and if so, why? : 

It is plausible that Europe has decided to 
divide northern Africa. But can this be 
done without perhaps a pan-Islamic upris- 
ing, or at the least such a loss of prestige to 
Turkey that its Balkan possessions will 
quickly drop away? 

And is that contemplated by the powers? 
Is Europe at last agreed upon a virtual dis- 
memberment of the Turkish empire? 

The developments of the present situation 
may be the most momentous of any in Euro- 


pean politics since the Boer war. 


OBEY THE CONSTITUTION. 
The state constitution provides that a bi- 


“and all amendments thereto shall be 


printed before the vote is taken on its final 
passage.” The reason for this as stated 


by Mr. Joseph Medill, a member of the con- 
stitutional convention and of the commit- 
tee which reported the provision, was the 


wish “ to reduce the railroad speed at which 


bills are put through legislative assemblies 
in this state. We want to check that rapid 
motion a little and put a brake on it. The 
time that will be occupied in printing an 
amendment before the bill is finally passed 


will give the house and the people oppor- 
tunity to consider and deliberate, and this 
caution, this check, is absolutely necessary 
for wise legislation.” 

The constitution says all amendments’ 


shall Be printed. Can that be interpreted 
to exempt amendments reported by a con- 
ference committee? That is a question now 
before the Supreme court. At the last ses- 
sion a bill was passed making appropria- 


tions for the University of Illinois. The 


sums appropriated were those recommend 
ed by a conference committee, whose amend- 


ments were not printed before the final pas- | 
sage of the bill. 

We know how legislatures chafe under 
constitutional provisions, whose purpose it 
is to prevent blind, hasty, and possibly 
corrupt legislation. They seek to evade 
those provisions wherever possible. They 
cannot do it successfully without the acqui- 


escence of the courts. In this case it is up 


to the Supreme court to decide whether 


“all” means all“ or merely “ some.” — 
THE CHICAGO WAY. 
The building commissioner has handed 
over to the city law department a list of 


balf a dozen persons who are to be sued 


because they have not put up fire escapes. 


Each of them it appears has been noti- 


fied three or four times to comply with 
the building code, but has paid no atten- 
tion. 

These repeated and ineffectual notices 
show how patient and good natured city 
officials can be when dealing with free and 
independent American citizens. How dif- 
ferent would be the treatment if their lot 
were cast in an English, French, or Ger- 
man city. If they did not do instanter what 
the municipal authorities ordered them to 
do they would be dealt with summarily and 
rudely. There would be no good natured 
acceptance of excuses, no dallying with the 
offender, just a quick trial and a sharp pun- 
fehment. 

The American citizen knows that he isa 
part of the lawmaking power and he is 
slow to obey laws which he does not ap- 
prove of. He feels under no obligation to 
comply with municipal regulations until it 
suits his convenience, Municipal officials 
appreciate and respect this attitude. Hence 
the man who is ordered to put up a fire 
escape on his building does not feel it neces- 


smug celebrity of yesterday. At best these 
changes register some wave of patriotic fer- 
vor. Bvery town in Italy has its Piazza 
Vittorio Emanuel and its Piazza Gari- 
baldi, which is quite as it should be. But 
often street names are changed with no 
such excuse, and usually it would be far 
better to name new parks or places for new 
heroes. 

In America, at least, we would do well to 
cherish what little bouquet of age we have. 


THE WALKER TARIFF. 

If Henry Clay had not written that un- 
fortunate letter which lost him the votes 
of some anti-slavery men and the presidency, 
the American system of protection, of 
which he was the champion, would have 
been safe for a time from Democratic as- 
saults. The low tariff men were) put in 
power by the election of Polk on a platform 


which declared against “fostering one 
branch of industry to the injury of an- 
other.” Robert J. Walker, his secretary 
of the treasury, drafted a tariff act with 
an eye single to revenue, and it went 
through congress. 

Its opponents argued that the protection 
of manufactures created a home market, 
and thus was a general benefit. They con- 
ceded that the protected goods would be 
dearer at first, but contended that domestic 
competition would speedily bring down the 
price—the “infant industries” would soon 
become able to take care of themselves, 

Not until a later day did protectionists 
begin to argue that many American indus- 
tries would always need protection against 
the competition of cheap foreign labor—of 
Asia as well as of Europe. 

Before the enactment of the Walker 
tariff there were many predictions of im- 
pending industrial disaster, but they were 
not realized. Ouriously enough, the woolen 
industry, whose representatives had been 
telling congress a few years earlier that 
it would be destroyed if additional protec- 
tion were not given, expanded more rapidly, 
and was more prosperous under the low 
duties of the revenue taNff than during any 
previous period. And yet the duty on wool 
was the same as on woolens, so that there 
was no nominal protection to woolen goods. 

The country acquiesced in the Walker 
tariff. The Mexican war, the California 
gold discoveries, and the slavery question 
were more exacting themes. Mr. Lincoln in 
a letter written in the 508 spoke of the tariff 
as a seemingly settled question. The 
Whigs elected the president in 1848, and 
if they bad controlled both houses of con- 
gress would have passed a protective tariff 
bill, but they did not have a majority in the 
senate. 

The next Democratic tariff act, that of 
1857, lowered duties a little. That was 
not dome because the old duties gave too 
much protection, but because they produced 
too much revenue—more than the needs of 
the government required, But in 1861 the 
civil war began, and the government needed 
all the revenue it could get. So while the 
war lasted bill after bill was passed in- 
creasing customs duties primarily to raise 
more revenue, but also “to shelter and 
nurse our domestic products,” as the author 
of the Morrill tariff put it. There was 
Democratic opposition to them in congress, 
but comparatively little outside. Free trade 
and protection were forgotten in the excite 
ment of the war. Not until it was over did 
the tariff come to the front with the Demo- 
cratic declaration in the presidential cam- 
paign of 1868 for “ a tariff for revenue only, 
with incidental protection for domestic 
manufactures.” 
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WASTIING TIME N COURT. 

Judge Landis’ impatient protest against 
the expenditure of his time in hearing mo- 
tions urged by law clerks emphasizes an 
old defect of our court procedure. A good 
deal of time of both judges and attorneys 
is wasted in minor details of procedure 
and routine which ought to be arranged out 
of court, perhaps before a commissioner. 
The time given to motions of course is wast- 
ed. It should be given to the trial of issues. 
But it seems to be easier to multiply judges 
at public expense than to correct our meth- 
ods. There would be nothing in that for 
any one—except the suitor and the tax- 


payer.

OW hot do you keep your house in 
winter? 
How dry is the air? 
How often do you blow out your 
house? 

How much sun do your rooms get? 

How clean do you keep your house? 

The way you build your house is more im- 
portant than looks. While this is entirely 
true, it does not diminish the importance of 
the way you keep your house. 

Guard against a hot house. 

To go into a warm room for a few min- 
utes probably will do you no harm. Tostay 
there throughout the day may do 30 little 
harm that it cannot be ve noticed. To stay 
there days in succession will first make you 
languid, then distinctly below physical par 
and finally dedinitely sick. 

The sickness may be called one scientific 
name or another; the basic trouble is bad 
ventilation. 

Nearly everybody who speaks of flats says 
abusive things of them. Seventy per cent of 
the basis of this abuse is dry hot air. 

Dry air is the curse of flat life. If some 
of the energy spent in complaining was 
spent in throwing up the windows occasion- 
ally that the rooms might blow out, in ven- 
tilating better all the time and in keeping 
the air more moist everybody would be 
happier. “ 

No amount of air can entirely replace sun- 
shine. The woman of the house can go out 
to get the light. Is it not better that she 
should get it in the house also? Besides, 
it is needed to keep the bed and furnishings 
pure and sweet. 


KEEPING THE MOUTH AND NOS 
CLEAN. 

R. F. D. writes: “I have made a practice 
for some time of gargling my throat and 
rinsing out my mouth, 
night and morning, 
with a solution of about 
25 per cent of peroxide 
and 75 per cent of 
water, the idea being to 
offset the effect of any 
germs which may be 
taken in with the dust 
of this disgustingly 
dirty city. 

“Is this good practice? 
Is the solution used 
effective for the pur- 
pose, and is it harm- 
less? 

I also wash out the 
nasal passages with 
clear warm water, 
using a douche which is operated by placing 
one tube in the nose and another in the 
mouth, blowing gently on the latter. This 
causes the water to go up one side of the 
nose and out the other, without getting into 
the throat.

OOLD FEET AGAIN, 

O. C. B. writes: “I see that R S. W. has 
been appropriately answered regarding cold 
feet, but let me edd a bit of personal experi- 
ence, 

“Several years ago I discarded woolen 
clothing next the skin. I substituted linen 
and cotton. On my feet I wear cotton socks. 
the year around, fleece lined in the winter. 

“ Woolen absorbs and holds the moisture 
or perspiration of the feet, and so surrounds 
them with damp clothing, which is a promoter 
of chilliness. The leather clothing of the 
feet prevents a proper ventilation; hence low 
shoes are better than high laced ones. But 
in any case, cotton socks keep the feet ina 
drier condition, 


very night and morning I rub my feet 
a legs some fifty times or more, taking 

care to rub up from the toes. There are valves 
in the veins which prevent the blood from 
going back to the extremities. Rubbing up 
draws arterial blood through the capillaries 
into the veins. This produces circulation and 
warms the feet. 

“I find this rubbing of the feet has lessened 
the thickening of the toe nails and has re- 
duced that numb feeling of the bottoms of the 
feet which is apt to come on with old age. 

As to shoes, I wear those that are roomy 
with low heels or with no heels at all. The 
tyranny of the high heeled shoe is a wonder, 
especially among women! It is a question 
which is the worst—the bound feet of the Chi- 
nese or the high heeled shoes of the Amer- 
ican women, with the inevitable accompan!- 


ment of cramped. misshaped feet, and pain- 


ful corns and bunions. Nature made the bu- 
man foot to rest flat on the ground. We can't 
improve on the beautiful feet of a baby.”

TUBERCULOSIS IN THE ABDOMEN. 

J. F. writes: “ Will you kindly tell me what 
the symptoms of tubercular bowels are at the 
beginning and as the disease progresses? 
Also if this disease is curable, and about 
how long people generally live after the first 
symptoms?’ 

REPLY. 

Tuberculosis in the abdomen may be tuberculosis 
of the outside of the*intestine, called tubercular 
peritonitis, or tuberculosis of the inside of the 
intestine, called tubercular ulcérs of the intestine. 

The first of these may last for years; the second 
may last for months. The first is much more 
curable than the second. 

If a man is losing flesh, has a subnormal tem- 
perature in the morning, and a little fever in the 
afternoon and this keeps up for, say, one month, 
he had better go to his family doctor that his 
case may be carefully studied. 

He should not be impatient if his physician sees 
bim several times, examines him minutely, makes 
a microscopic examination of his bowel move- 
ments, and makes a tuberculin test before he 
makes a diagnosis. As a general statement, 
when a diagnosis ts easily made, the disease is 
too far advanced to be arres“ed.

Is CENTRIFUGED MILK SAFE? 

W. J. C. writes: ls the process of running 
milk through a centrifugal cream separator 
(and again mixing the milk and cream to- 
gether) any benefit or improvement to the 
health conditions of it? 

„Does the centrifugal force remove the 
bacteria or microbes? ” 

REPLY. 

No. The centrifuging is done to remove the 
cream. ‘The milk and cream are then mixed in the 
proportions required by law. 

The number of bacteria is higher in the cream 
than in any other part of the milk. That is to 
say, that when the milk is centrifuged most of 
the bacteria stick in the cream part and few are 
thrown out. , 

It ts the custom of men having centrifuges to 
filter the milk in addition. Filtering takes out the 
gross dirt and a fair part of the bacteria, though 
not all of them nor even most of them. 

Proper pasteurizing kills 99 per cent of the bac- 
teria. As compared with the result, filtering and 
centrifuging may be said to have no effect. 

My advice to you is, patronize no dairyman who 
does not sell ‘‘ tuberculffi tested or pasteurized 
milk.

VARY WARM AND COLD MILK. 
N. E. F. writes: “I am drinking three 
quarts of milk each day tn an effort to gain in 
weight. Would you advise it taken warm 
or cold, and do you think three quarts is 
enough to get results? In addition to the 
milk I have my breakfast and dinner at nicht 
with the famny, r am pertetly well in 
every way, but need a few more pounds, I 
am also taking a physical course.” 


REPLY. 


It does not matter whether you take the milk 
warm or cold Vary it that you may not grow 
tired of it. 

It three quarts of milk in addition to your regu- 
lar diet does not fatten you, you cannot get fat. 
Some people cannot. I would not advise you to 
continue using so large a quantity for many months 
It strains your eliminating organs da good deal. 

Are you certain that you do not worry? Peace of 
mind and regular habits are nearly as effective ag 
milk.

ORD Sr. GERMANS, who, through his 
father’s death, has just succeeded to 
the family honors as sixth earl, only 
attained his majority last June, and 
has been serving until now as a subal- 
tern in the Second Dragoon regiment under 
the name of Lord Eliot, a tithe by which he 
has been known since the suicide of his elder 
brother, Edward, an officer of the Coldstream 
guards, two years ago. The brother blew his 
brains out with a sporting gun at his home 
at Port Riot, in Cornwall, on his return 
from Khartoum, where he had suffered from 
sunstroke, which apparently had affected his 
mind. 

The Eliots, of whom Lord St. Germans is the 
chief, are an old Devonshire family, which, 
since the fifteenth century, has been settled 
in Cornwall, and has occupied its present 
home, Port Bilot, since the Reformation. 

Henry VIII. in distributing the various 
confiscated monasteries and church lands 
bestowed Port Priory upon a certain John 
Champernowne, one of his particular cronies 
and boon companions. Champernowne, how- 
ever, found the place too remote and ac- 
cordingly affected an arrangement with Rich- 
ard Eliot, lord of the manor of Coteland, near 
Kingebridge, in Devon, by which he ceded to 
him the priory in Cornwall, taking in ex- 
change Coteland in Devonshire. Even in 
those days the Eliots were accounted one of 
the most ancient families in that portion of 
the kingdom, their shields showing no less 
than twelve quarterings. 

, — 

The priory, which, dating from the tenth 
century, has been extensively modernized, is 
close to the grand old minster of St. Ger- 
mans, which for two centuries was the ca- 
thedral of the Saxon bishopric of Cornwall. 

Port Eliot still retains a great air of an- 
tiquity and estateliness. It contains a fine 
collection of family portraits by Reynolds as 
well as paintings by Rembrandt and other 
masters. The park is large and picturesque 
and is watered by the River Tidi, which ex- 
pands there into an ample lake. 

The first Eliot to obtain a conspi¢tuous place 
in history was Sir John. who was a member 
of parliament for St. Germans in the reign 
of James I. and Charles I. was one of the 
leaders of the movement for the impeach- 
ment of the Duke of Buckingham and was 
consigned by the star chamber to the tower 
of London, where he died as a prisoner of 
state. 

In each generation a member of the Eliot 
family sat in parliament for St. Germans 
until! Edward Eliot was elevated to the peer- 
age by George III. as Lord Eliot of St. Ger- 
mans, whose son was advanced in the Water- 
loo year to the earldom of St. Germans. 

The third earl was viceroy of Ireland, and 
the late and fifth earl saw service both in 
the navy and in the diplomatic department. 

—

is an unfortunate one and not precisely cal- 
culated to give satisfaction to the Canadian 
tradespeople, who have been attending to the 
wants of the outgoing governor general and 
Countess Grey.

Majority of Board Says No Action 
Was Taken and President's 
Act Is Misleading. 


Work has been started on the Calumet-Sag 
canal. That is certain. A start was made 
first about tree years ago, when the federal 
government stepped in and asserted it would 
prevent the rev ersal of the flow in the Calu- 
met river. 

It was announced two weeks ago that 
President Smyth of the drainage board had 
dug the first shovel of dirt. Yesterday he 
again dug the first shovelful, and his 
minority colleagues on the board, Trustees 
Kane, Sullivan, and Hazard, held the cele- 
bration. 

The majority of the board—Trustees Healy, 
an—were 
not even invited. They opposed a recent 
board meeting the plan of the minority to ex- 
pend public funds for such a ceremony. 

Perhaps the majority would not have at- 
tended if asked, because they have said that 
President Smyth is attempting to deceive the 
public by intimating that he is rushing the 
work, while the majority contend he has 
blockaded the work and forced a policy on 
the board which Chief Engineer Wisner as- 
serts will increase the cost $1,000,000 and 
delay completion four years. 


Smyth Uses Silver Shovel. 

President Smyth used a silver spade pre- 
sented by the south end civic bodies, who had 
charge of the event. Speeches by for- 
mer Mayor Edward F. Dunne, Henry W. Lee, 
consulting engineer for the federation; John 
C. Finn, president of the federation of south 
end civic bodies, and Representative B. F. 
Kleeman, preceded the ceremony of smoking 
the calumet, or pipe of peace. 

Over 100 citizens of Chicago on the *‘ Rob- 
ert R. landed at a point on th drainage 
canal fourteen miles below Chicago, where, 
it is planned the new canal will empty into 
the present Chicago drainage canal. 

Four miles east of the landing place is the 
point selected for the initial work on the 
Calumet-Sag canal. The length of the drain-

FOREIGN PRICES HIGHER.

Wheat prices made a tame response yester- 
day to the news that Italy nad declared war 
on Turkey. There was a little excited buy- 
ing after the announcement was made, but 
values rallied only about 1e from an early 
break and closed %@c to %e up. A continu- 
ation of the early selling which depressed 
prices early was again in evidence on the 
well. Other grains were quiet. 

Outeide the political news from Burope 
there was not much of anything bullish in the 
foreign developments, but with the excep- 
tion of Antwerp, which was unchanged, 
English and continental markets were all 
higher. Liverpool closed d higher, Paris, 
c up; Berlin, 1%c higher, and Buda- 
pest was up 1%c. Traders do not anticipate 
any material change in the supply and de- 
mand conditions as the result of the war un- 
less there are further complications in south- 


eastern Europe. 


Receipts Northwest Heavy. 

Tha enormous receipts in the northwest 
eutweighed everything else as a speculative 
market factor. Weakness in the northwest 
markets reflected the weight of the big move- 
ment as well as the reduced premiums for 
spring wheat. Arrivals at Minneapolis and 
Duluth were 10016 cars, against 616 cars a 
year ago. Late reports from Minneapolis 
state receipts will fall off appreciably in e 
short time. Stocks at Minneapolis increased 
1,420,000 bu for the week, and at Duluth 
gained 500,000 bu. 

Weather conditions are unfavorable both 
in our northwest and in Canada, and it is pos- 
sible there will be further losses both in 
quality and in bushels as the result of un- 
favorable weather for thrashing. This is par- 
ticularly likely to be the case in Canada.
